It is probable that never in its long history has American 
retailing given so much thought, and devoted so much hard 
work, to the problems of the consumer. 

It is doing this for various reasons, most of them obvious. 
First of all, protection of the purchasing power of the masses 
of consumers is vital to its existence. Secondly, retailing is 
always on the firing line in the debate over inflation. And, 
thirdly, the American economy is dependent on preserving our 
unique system of mass production and mass distribution—the 
system which has given us more goods and better goods, for a 
smaller part of our earnings, than ony other people enjoy. 

Retailing’s contribution to the fight against inflation has 
been partly obscured by the fact that prices remain high. This 
does not mean that fight has been a failure. In the opinion of 
those who have studied the situation, prices would be sub- 
stantially higher than they are now had retailing done nothing 
and simply passed the boosts along to the consumer. Instead, 
by shaving profits, by increasing efficiency, by keeping a tight 
rein on inventories, and by other economies, retailing has 
saved the people of America enormous sums of money. 

“Resist further price increases to the limit’’ is the policy 
retailing is following now. It may or may not be successful— 
most of the basic factors that control the price level are beyond 
its reach. But, regardless of the future trend, it will work with 
every weapon in its armory to save the consumer dollar from 
more depreciation.

Why Inflation? 


Anti-inflation programs, designed to attack basic causes 
have been proposed. While they vary in detail all deal with 
the same conditions—government spending, tariffs, subsidies, 
the wage-price spiral, etc. Though widely praised their chance 
of adoption is remote. Politics must be played at the nation’s 
expense! 

Reason for this is ‘pressure groups’’. We all want to fight 
inflation at the expense of the other fellow and to make none 
of the sacrifices ourselves. Farmers do not like to pay high 
prices for food and machinery but they support policies that 
would artificially keep up the prices of farm products. Bus- 
iness men decry the excessive demands of labor but favor pol- 
icies that protect the prices of whatever they produce. Labor 
blames industrial profits at the same time that it demands 
more and more wage increase that will inevitably boost the 
selling price of goods. And public officials ignore the rela- 
tionship between government spending and inflation. 


A real anti-inflation program calling upon every section 
of our economy may be forced upon us. We may learn, in

PRIEST FROM POLAND 


Contrary to many present-day 
newspaper reports, Roman Catholics 
in Poland and Yugoslavia are not 
being severally persecuted, Arch- 
bishop William Henry Francis, arch- 
order 
in Poland, told 400 persons at the 
First Methodist Church in Palo Alto 
Sunday night. 

He is a member of a group of 
Catholics who in 1870 did not accept 
a dogma of the pope that the pope 
is infallible in moralistic and spirit- 
ual fields. Members of group 
who live in several Central European 
countries, are ‘still recognized as 
Catholics by the Vatican, but 
considered as “bad” Catholics. 

In Poland, Archbishop Francis 
said, four faiths are legally recog- | 
nized—that is, the

St., Menlo Park. She instructed the 
first four grades for seven and a 
half years just before the first World 
War, when Las Lomitas was at- 
tended by 30 students. 


About 22 years ago, the “stucco” 
building was built behind the main 
building, and for 10 years, the en- 
rollment which previously had been 
gradually increasing, leveled off, and 
a growth of only 20 was recored for 
those 10 years. From the time the 
stucco building was erected until 
three years ago, the enrollment rose 
from 115 students to only 150.

Since then, it has been doubled, 
and by a year from this fall, it 
probably will be tripled. 

Last fall, the first three classrooms 
in a new over-all master plan for 
expansion of the school was finished. 
Including a house on the Gallagher 
property being used temporarily for 
a kindergarten, nine classrooms are 
available. 


Next year, 12 will be needed, and 
with up to 200 children expected to 
move into Ladera, the housing co- 
operative off Portola Road, within 
the next two years, plus children 
moving into new homes in the Ala- 
meda district, trustees say more 
classrooms and probably another 
school out Portola Road will be 
needed before long.
